“Schools ought to be vivid 
illustrations of education and 
democracy in action,” he went 
on. “They are in a position to­ 
day to exercise dynamic lead­ 
ership for such a community 
educational program. Teachers 
should be most skillful brokers 
of conflicting forces.” 


There are those who say the 
schools are taking over duties 


j of the home. It is and must be

these attitudes. Some patterns 
; in school operations may well 
develop misbehavior patterns 
j in the students. 


“I’m sure of one thing,” he 
declared, there is “danger” in 
modern multi-grouping or un­ 
graded groupings of students 
“which can become just as 
static as present programs” if 
they can not be constantly re­ 
viewed. 


“The overriding plan should 
be flexibility, so that the school 


can adapt to the student rather 
than ail students adapting to 
the school.”

Despite a minor increase in 
county tax rate the actual tax 
i burden per capita will be di­ 
minished this year as com­ 
pared 
to last, 
according

C o u n t y Administrator Alan 
Bruce. 
“The cost of county govern­ 
ment was $34.83 to every man, 
woman 
and child 
in 
Marin 
County during the past fiscal 


| year,” said Bruce. “This in it-1 
self was well below the state 
average figure which worked j 
out at $39.07, according to cal- 
culations of the California Tax- 
payers Assn. 


“But J 
estimate 
that this 
year's figure will be not more 
j than $34.40 in Marin County, j 
1 This is on a basis of conserva­ 


tive estimate of the population 
at the middle of the present 
fiscal year which v ill be next 
Jan. 1.” 
Bruce 
explained 
that 
the 
State Department of Finance 
estimated Marin’s population 
on last July 1 at 166.700. From 
this he projected a minimum 
170.000 by next Jan. 1 and it 
is from this figure that the per 


capita cost estimate was de­ 
rived. 
Marin was ranked 46 among 
57 c o u n t i e s (excluding San 
Francisco as a special case» in 
terms of per capita county tax 
cost last year. Bruce expressed 
hope that the ranking will be 
even better for the present 
fiscal year. 
“Six years ago we were up 


to 41st place,” he added to in­ 
dicate steady improvement in 
the amount of tax burden for 
each Marinite. 
“None of this,” Bruce went 
on, “means that Marin County 
j is neglecting its responsibili­ 
ties 
We re not on dead center 
or slipping back, but making 
notable progress in our county 
government.”

Professor Boris M. Levinson 
told the American Psychologi­ 
cal Assn. in a paper to be pre­ 
sented 
today the 
bum “has 
nothing driving him. has noth­ 
ing to live for, and does not 
want to become anything.” 
Homeless men in the middle 
and 
upper 
income 
brackets 
would end up in skid row if 
they did not have money, said 
Levinson. 
Instead, they may 
be found in residential hotels, 
retired at an early age or jum p­ 
ing from one job to another. 
All homeless men lack close 
personal relationships, he said 
in an interview. 
“They flit from one city to 
another, they leave friends and 
jobs without remorse. 
“They reject our life and its 
values, and are content merely 
to exist, vegetate with least ef­ 
fort, watching the world and 
their lives pass by,” 
Levinson’s report says “The 
homeless man does not care to 
think about his past, present 
or future. He does not wish to 
question 
himself or 
become 
aware of his emotions.” 
The homeless man — who 
wants nothing and has noth­ 
ing— “seems to have very few 
psychosomatic disorders such 
as allergies, peptic ulcers or 
asthma.” 
Levinson said the homeless 
man “does not look for securi­ 


ty. for a place to remain and 
stay for a long time. He p re ­ 
fers his freedom even if it is 
only freedom to starve or to 
beg. He wishes to do only sim- 
p 1 e, 
non-responsible, 
short­ 
term jobs that provide spot 
cash. He avoids, as the plague, 
all jobs which may bring about 
self-involvement. 
” It takes almost as long to 
learn to become homeless and 
to develop the necessary ‘pro­ 
fessional’ attitudes as it takes 
to become a professional such 
as a physician or a psycholo­ 
gist.”

HON DLL’LI" {I'PD— In the t e r ­ 
minal of Honolulu's' new 28- 
n n ’lion-dollar airport hangs a 
simple r e m i n d e r of the first 
mainland-to-Hawaii flight. 


The s to r y of that flight is r e ­ 
counted 
briefly on a bronze 
plaque in th e terminal. 
The 
te rm in a l 
building

nam ed in h onor of the Navy 
aviator w h o blazed the air trail 
to H aw aii— Cmdr. John R o d g ­ 
ers. 
Ju st 37 years' ago— on Aug. 
31, 1925 — Rodgers an d his 
four-man 
crew 
coaxed 
t h e i r 
fuel-laden seaplane into the air 
off San Francisco and h ea d e d 
for Hawaii on the longest over- 
water flight attempted to thai 
time. 
The plane's pilot, Lt, B

Connell, m a d e one run across 


the San Pablo Bay hut couldn’t 
get the plane into the air. The 
plane skimmed six miles over 
the water before finally lurch­ 
ing into the air. 


E v e r y t h r e e hours they' 
passed over fuel ships s tr u n g 
out across th e Pacific. 


Rodgers had counted on pick­ 
ing up stro n g tail winds n e a r 
the half-way point.

Long Labor Day Weekend 
Known For F un-And Death 


J he Labor Day w e e k e n d is many 
things ■— recognition and appreciation 
for the laboring man. the end of the 
vacation season, the start of the politi­ 
cal season, and a time of tragedy and 
death. 
For the world we wouldn't want to 
change any of the first three; we'd give 
much if the latter wasn't an annual fact. 
Last year 386 motorists were killed 
on the highways of America; 59 persons 
were drowned, 24 met death in boating 
accidents, and there were others. 
These three types of accidents seem 
to be the hallmark of the Labor Day 
weekend. Somehow at the end of vaca­ 
tiontime we begin to be less alert to the 
dangers of both highway and water. 
Strangely enough, about two thirds of 
the drownings don't happen to swim­ 
mers, but to persons who fall into the 
water from boats, piers, bridges and the 
like fully clothed. Sometimes there's a 
reason, such as children playfully shov­ 


ing each other on a pier, but more often 
rank carelessness is responsible. 
There are a few simple rules which 
every family going on that last picnic, 
fishing, boat trip or swim should re­ 
member. 
Drive safely both to and from your 
destination, leaving plenty of time for 
the trip so you won't have to rush— or 
overtire your driver. (And fasten those 
seat belts.) 
Supervise the children's play if it is 
near the water. 
Swim or boat only with a companion, 
never alone. 
Provide each passenger in the boat 
with a proper life preserver. 
If the boat should overturn or swamp, 
stay with the boat, wait for help or push 
or paddle it to shore. 
At 6 p. m. tonight, probably the great­ 
est number of cars in the nation's his­ 
tory will hit the road. 
Bring them back safe.

WASHINGTON 
— Gert­ 
rude Stein called Ezra Pound 
a village explainer, but that 
was in the days before tele­ 
vision and radio had turned 
America into one big village 
where millions could hear the 
same explanation. 
President Kennedy and for­ 
mer Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon, in their 1930 cam­ 
paign debates on television, 
were in a very real sense vil­ 
lage explainers of their posi­ 
tions. 
They managed to keep their 
discussion on a fairly high 
and 
unemotional 
plane 
so 
that afterwards the viewers 
were able to discuss calmly 
such things as Nixon's make­ 
up, Kennedy’s lack 
of 
it, 
whether one of them looked 
more tired than the other and 
some of the issues they talked 
about. 
In time candidates for of­ 
fice in every election all over 
America no doubt will be ap­ 
pearing singly or in paired 
debates to do explaining. 
Because this will be a new 


experience in politics—since 
the candidates can t tell who’s 
watching them or what the 
reaction is — the candidates 
will probably in the begin­ 
ning try to keep their discus­ 
sions cn a calm and even ele­ 
vated plateau. 
The novelty of this for 
many politicians should wear 
off soon, thus enabling them 
to fall back like some of their 
political ancestors on their 
primal instincts and go after 
each other in full 
m o w 
o f 
thousands or millions like a 
pair of alley cats. 
If there is such a return to 
a primitive condition, its ef­ 
fect on the American voters 
should be fairly well deter­ 
mined within a few years 
after counting the returns at 
the polls on the evening of 
election day. 


If anyone thinks it unfair 
to suggest that there are any 
politicians left with an in­ 
stinct for the jugular — or 
prefers to think that political 
life in America has at last

LISBON—Portugal is still 
proud poor. A man with one 
suit and one pair of shoes 
keeps them looking fresh, and 
you would not know* he wore 
them every day. 


A tourist may sleep be­ 
tween monogrammed sheets 
at the Ritz and gambol on the 
beach and at the casino at 
nearby Estoril, 
along with 
the Batistas and Don Juans. 
But quite large children play 
naked in the narrow streets 
of the slums of old Lisbon, to 
save their meager wardrobe 
for S u n d a y - go-to-meeting 
events. 


Yet, it is all changing, be­ 
cause, after all these years, 
Premier Antonio Salazar is 
willing to take a chance on a 
change. 


THE 
ANGOLA 
uprising, 
which Dr. Salazar insists was 
outside-generated and involv­ 
ed less than one per cent of 
the Angolese, has cost him 
heavily. 


In a year of sending troops 
to quell the revolt, his re­ 
serves of gold and foreign 
exchange dropped by about 
$100 million. Painfully, he 
broke a rule about never bor­ 
row mg. 
Edging into the Twentieth 
Century, he accepted loans 
from several sources. This 
outside help— which he had 
disdained even to the point 
of refusing an offer of rent 
from the I mtcd States for 
use of the critically needed 
Azores base— built up his re­ 
serves again. As of July 1, 
they stood at $670 million. 


THE BIGGEST loan. $67 
million to be repaid in 25 
years, came from America’s 
Export-Import Bank. It will 
help build the largest bridge 
in Europe across the Tejo 
River at Lisbon. 
Another, $20 million due in 
five years to nine American 


banks, is for general econom­ 
ic development. 
West 
Germany advanced 
$37.5 million, repayable in 20 
years, for airport develop­ 
ment and for an irrigation 
project in arid Alentcjo prov­ 
ince. 
The World Bank is consid­ 
ering, 
and 
probably 
will 
grant, a $25 million loan for 
hydro-eleetric power. 
A school lunch program, 
using surplus American food, 
is a huge success. 


Ford and General Motors 
are on the verge of making 
solid investments here. 


I)R. 
SALAZAR’S 
philos­ 
ophy now is to accept change, 
but slowly. He is willing to 
make major adjustments in 
the economy and the way of 
life, but he insists that they 
must be of the sort which can 
be sustained. 
His pride— indeed, the Por­ 
tuguese pride—will not allow 
him to grab at help because 
it is there, or to tack with 
each blow of the winds of 
change howling throughout 
the world these days. 
The Portuguese will pull 
themselves up. But they can­ 
not be pushed.

officers of the czar executed a 
young terrorist for the attempt­ 
ed assassination of Alexander 
HI, 


The young terrorist was the 
elder brother of Vladimir Ily­ 
ich Ulyanov, who then was 21 
years old and who later was to 
be know n as Nikolai Lenin, dis­ 
ciple of K:.rl Marx and leader 
of the Russian revolution. 
The death of his brother was 
a determining factor in Lenin's 
life and thus may have changed 
the course of history. 


Today, according to the 
I .S. Bureau of Intelligence 
and Research, there are 4ft 
million card-carrying mem­ 
bers ot the Communist Party 
which traces its origin to 
Karl Marx and his re\olution- 
ary theories and to len in 
who made those theories his 
tool.
